I  beg  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Health 
and  Sanitary  Conditions  of  the  district  during  the  year  1953. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation: 

1,551  children  up  to  4  years  of  age  and  2,891  betv/een 
5  and  14  years  of  age  had  completed  a  full  course  of 
immunisation  at  any  tim.e  up  to  the  31st  December  1956. 

The  estimated  child  population  for  mid-year  1956  was 
1,934  up  to  4  years  of  age  and  3,990  between  5  and  14  years. 

Infectious  Diseases : 

I  have  to  record  an  increase  in  Scarlet  Fever,  but 
substantial  decreases  in  Measles  and  IVhooping  Cough  during  1956. 

Scarlet  Fever; 

28  oases  V7ere  notified  during  the  year  as  against  13  in 

1955. 

Diphtheria; 

I  have  to  report  an  absence  of  Diphtheria  in  the  district 
for  the  eighth  year  in  succession. 

Measles ; 

There  was  a  substantial  decrease  in  the  number  of  cases 
notified.  63  cases  were  notified  as  against  370  in  1955. 

Whooping  Cough; 

10  cases  were  notified  during  the  year  as  against 
83  in  1955. 

Births ; 


The  birth  rate  is  higher  than  in  1955. 

Deaths ; 

The  death  rate  is  slightly  lower  than  in  1955. 

Water  Supply; 

The  improvement  in  the  pressure  of  water  at  Cramilington 
was  maintained  during  1956,  except  when  pumping  ceased  for 
filter  cleaning  purposes  on  certain  Mondays,  a  day  normally 
sot  aside  for  the  weekly  wash.  In  the  remainder  of  the 
district  the  supplies  from  the  Newcastle  Gateshead  Water 
Company  and  the  Tynemouth  Corporation  were  adequate, 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health 
Coimnitteo  for  their  sympathetic  encouragement  during  the 
year  and  Mr.  Wilson,  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  and  all 
the  staff  for  their  constant  loyalty  and  hard  work.

Sewerage  from  the  whole  of  the  Earsdon,  Seaton  Delaval, 
Hol3rwell,  Seghill  and  part  of  the  Cramlington  district  flows 
through  gravitational  sewers  and  is  discharged  into  the  sea. 
Sewage  from  the  northern  part  of  the  district  is  treated  in  two 
disposal  works,  one  at  Nelson  Village  and  ono  at  East  Hartford. 

The  effluent  from  the  Nelson  Village  Works  continues  to  be 
unsatisfactory.  The  Council’s  consulting  engineers  have 
reported  on  the  matter,  the  Northumberland  Rivers  Board  has 
approved  the  proposals,  and  the  report  has  been  sent  to  the 
M'inistry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  for  approval.

S,  Actual  demolitions  of  empty  houses  totalled  58.  There 
were  43  at  Terrace  Road,  Klondyke,  and  15  at  Q,uarry  Row, 
Seghill.  In  some  of  the  other  streets  of  condemned  property 
some  of  the  empty  houses  are  in  a  state  of  near  collapse  and 
in  one  street,  Shanlchouse  Terrace,  considerable  trouble  was 
experienced  through  occupied  houses  being  flan}^:ed  on  both 
sides  by  em.pty  houses  without  doors  or  windows.  This 
caused  dampness  and  drau.ghts  and  the  only  solution  is  to 
empty  the  occupied  houses  so  that  all  can  bo  demolished.

AIMOSFHIiJ^IC  POLLUTION, 

11,  Complaints  wore  received  on  9th  May  and  spasmodically 
during  the  rest  of  the  year  of  smoke  nuisance  from  Concrete 
Utilities  Ltd,,  Factory  at  Nelson  Village,  Representations 
v/ore  made  to  the  firm  and  efforts  made  at  local  level  to 
remedy.  The  smoke  arose  as  a  consequence  of  N,I,F,E,S, 
advising  the  firm  to  replace  coke  by  coal  to  reduce  costs. 
The  boiler  fire  door  was  altered  and  the  fireman  instructed 
in  good  stoking  technique  but  at  the  end  of  the  year 
smoke  was  still  being  emitted,  A  recommendation  that  an 
underfeed  mechanical  stoker  be  installed  was  not  acted  on 
but  I  feel  that  this  is  the  only  solution  so  long  as  coal 
is  burnt. 


12,  On  9th  May  the  Chairman  of  the  Council,  Mr,  Patterson 
and  myself,  represented  the  Council  on  a  deputation  of 
Loc^  Authorities  vjhich  met  in  Newcastle  on  Tyne,  Mr.  Leslie 
Gran^^y^lhairman  of  the  National  Coal  Board.  The  aim  was  to 
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secure  the  removal  oj;*  levelling  as  far  as  practicable  of 
colliery  spoilbanks  and  the  stopping  of  future  tipping, 
but  in  Seaton  Ya.lloy  no  heaps  havo  been  removed  and 
tipping  continues  on  a  larger  scale  than  ever.  Fortunately 
none  of  them  ^vas  seriously  burning  during  the  year  but 
sporadic  outbreaks  of  fuming  shevjed  the  need  for  constant 
attention.

29.  Tipping  took  place  at  East  Cramlingtcn,  Low  Steads, 
Backworth,  Cramlington  Yillage  and  Hartford.  Although  the 
year  was  a  rainy  one,  the  trouble  from  tip  fires  did  not 
lessen  and  considerable  tim.e  and  energy  was  needed  to 
cope  with  this  problem.. 

30.  The  m.ain  cause  of  these  fires  is  the  trespasser  of 
any  age.  The  refuse  tipped  is  graded  so‘  that  tins,  bottles 
and  largo  articles  are  buried  under  the  ash,  but  there  is 
no  inert  covering  put  over  the  ash,  Wliilst  vjo  call  it  ash, 
the  top  raaterial  is  in  fact  a  mixture  of  ash  and  cinder  and 
other  combustibles  and  of  course  the  actual  tipping  face 
shows  paper  and  all  kinds  of  inflammable  m.aterials .  With 
this  circumstance  must  be  considered  the  fact  that  tips  are 
deliberately  sited  as  far  as  possible  to  be  away  from  houses 
and  out  of  sight  so  that  supervision  and  surveillance  after 
working  hours  is  very  slight.  Under  these  conditions,  fires 
are  easily  caused  by  unauthorised  persons,
